to live only a few months. 


The 55-year-old author is in Ma- 


drid, of course, to see the bullfights 
as well as continue medical treat- 
ment in Madrid's warm, dry cli- 
mate. 


Hemingway and his wife, "Miss 


Mary,"crashe d near .Murchison 
Falls in central Africa in January 
while flying from Nairobi to the 
Congo. Miss Mary

broken ribs and Hemingway a dis- 
located shoulder and elbow. 


Two days later, Jan. 23, they 


crashed at the takeoff in a second 
plane.

Cleveland 
Clinic Fire 
Shocked U.S.

CLEVELAND, O., (UP) It was 


not one of the nation's great dis- 
asters from point of numbers kill- 
ed but the Cleveland Clinic fire 
just 25 years ago' tomorrow 
shocked the country. 


Particularly so because of 


horror of weak and helpless 
pital patients who died in 
rooms and corridors, 
unable 
to 


escape. 


They were the 
victims not of 


fire itself but of poison gas that 
seeped 
through 
the 
ventilation 


system. 


Such was the national impact of 


the disaster that it led insurance 
underwriters to win their demand 
that automatic sprinkling systems 
be made mandatory in hospitals. 


It was a warm May 15, 1928, 


when steamfitter 
Buffery Boggs 


noticed a hat-sized puff of yellow 
smoke in the basement X-ray film 
storage room. As he turned a small 
hand fire extinguisher on it, the 
room suddenly exploded.

Known Spot 
in Indochina

WASHINGTON (.T) — The United 


States 
is in a jam 
in Indochina 


Part of it, or all of it, may fail 
to the Communists. Unless the 
Western world and find a way 
to I 


prevent it, all Southeast Asia may 
la the same way. 


This country now is talking of 


lorming a military alliance in the 
Pacific to save Hndochina or part 
of it, and, if that's impossible, then 
'.he rest of the area. ' 


In planning for this, the United 


States must consider a 
question; 


should the three states 
of Indo- 


ihina Viet Nam, Loas and Cam- 
bodia — be brought into the alli- 
ance? 


, Asked, about it at his news con- 
'erence yesterday. 
President El- 


senhower said: 
' No nation an be saved to the 
iree world unless it wants to be 
saved. Freedom by its very difini . 
tion cannot be possessed by some- 
one who doesn't want freedom so 
unless those states are enthusiastic 
parties to suh an arrangement, 
j 


then the alliane would have no 
right to interfere with them. 


But that's the whole point in In- 


dochina. It's at the hoot of the dis- 
aster the free world faes there. 
The people of Viet Nam have want- 
ed their independence from 
the 


French, who have held Indochina 
as a colony for almost 100 years. 
The French didn't give it to them. 


This refusal of the French has, 


according to American reporters 
in Indochina, made millions of In- 
dochinese hate the French. In the 
meantime the Communist-led Viet- 
minh, fighting the French for al- 
most eight years, have been able 
to pose as the leaders 
of their 


country although! once it became 
Communist it would be a Moscow- 
Peiping satellite. 


Instead of rallying to the French 


to drive out the Vietminh, many 
of the Vietnamese have to 
ask 


themselves: 
Why 
fight for the 


French if we still cannot be free? 


Larry Allen, veteran Associated 


Press reporter who has covered 
that area for years, recently sent 
back from Hanoi a story which 
said of the attitude of the 
Viet- 


namese: 


"In this war 
refugee - swollen 


city of more than 500,000 . . . the 
people 
seem 
to be 
concerned 


whether 
the 
Vietminh of 
the 


French are winning or can. win." 
In addition, Allen said, a majority 
of the Vietnamese have a "deep- 
seated sympathy" for Ho Chi Minh 
the Communist leader of the Viet- 
minh because he promised them 
independence. 


Secretary of State 
Dulles 
has 


been talking tough but vaguely for 
months about what this country 
would do if the Chinese Commu- 
nists tried 
aggression in Indo- 


china, 
i 


They called his hand in their own 


way. They didn't send troops into 
Indochina. They didn't have 
to. 


The Vietnamese in the 
Vietminh 


forces were willing enough to fight. 
The Chinese just has to pour in 
supplies and specialists to help di- 
rect the fight. Now the French 
are 


groggy.
